September Crop.

The State Board of Agriculture wade
public today the following statement
concerning the condition of crops io
Missouri:

Taking the State as a whole the
month of August has been favorable
to the development of tbe corn crop,
most counties showing an improve-
ment during the month. The rainfall
has been sufficient except is a few
counties and the o ly adverse condi-

tion of weather has been the cool nights
.which retard rapid growth and lessen
tbe chanoes for all the crops to escape
frost. A few counties in tbe South-
eastern section show a decline of a few
points during the month. Our

estimate that 23 per cent
of the whole crop in cultivation had
not reached the roasting ear stage on
September 1st. and it is certain that
without an unusually late and favorable
season but little of this 23 per cent of
the crop Till make merchantable corn.
The cbances are, however, that it will
make a great amount of excellent fod-

der and stock corn that can be profita-bl- y

used in feeding, provided frost does
not occur before tbe average date of
the first killing frost in this State,
which is Ootober 14th. The other 77
per cent of the crop which has reached
the roasting ear stage or is more ad-

vanced should make a fair crop and be
safe from frost by October 1st. Con-

siderable of it in tbe Southern part of
the State Is dry enough at this date to
be entirely safe from frost.

The present average condition for
the State is 77 exactly the same aver-

age condition on September 1st. for
the previous five years but it is 31

points below tbe condition in tbe State
one year ago, but tbe crop of 1902, it
Should be stated, was the highest re.
cord crop of tbe State. Tbe greatest
improvement in the State during the
month was made in the Northwest and
Central sections, both showing a gain
of 11 poinis. The Southeast section
on Phe face of tbe reports shows a de-cli-

of nearly two points, but the
heaviest decline as a rule is in counties
having tbe least acreage, hence the
actual condition in that section re.
mains about tbe same.

Cotton The condition ot cotton has
improved six points during the month
in the Southeast section where most of
the cotton is grown. Present condi-
tion 85 for that section.
Apples--- It is estimated that there will
be 40 per cent of the number of bush
els of apples for market that were
marketed last year and the quality is
placed at 62100 representing a high
standard quality.

Hogs The number of hogs reported
in iattt-nin- pens compared with tbe
number at the same time last year is
11 per cent less and the average price
prevailing on the farm for stock hogs
is five and one half cents per pound.
The general condition of bogs as to
health and thrift is very good.
Cattle The general condition as to
health and thrift is good, but very little
disease being reported, not nearly as
many cases of blackleg as were report-
ed one year ago. A few correspon
dents report pink eye among the cattle
The average selling price for spring
calves, mixed, both steers and heifers
is estimated at til. 33 per head. The
highest average price is $13.66 in

Northeast section and the lowest aver-

age is $8.18 in the Southeast section.
This wide difference In the average
price u more on account of quality
than anything else.

The Farm.

ditions now existing in Missouri?"
This Station has found, as the results
ol numerous experiments, that tbe
Poole variety is the best yielder
Tbis Is a smooth red variety bicb
stands np well on land of ordinary fer-

tility. A plot of one aue on tbe Sta-

tion Farm tbat was planted after
cowpeas, yielded this year 85 bushels
per acre.

Another point upon which farmers
frequently ask advice Is the best fertili-
sers for wheat. We have found at
this station tbat one ot tbe cheapest
and most erricieut fertilizers for wheat
is a crop of cowpeas. Immediately
after the wheat is removed wo plow
tbe ground thoroughly, and sow tbe
land to Whippoorwill cowpeas. These
cowpeas are cut for hay during tbe
last week of September and tbe land is

prepared for wheat with a disk barrow.
By tbis method we have secured the
past four years 144 bushels of wheat on
one acre, and approximately four tons
of valuable cowpea bay. Thi? land
seems to be improving in fertility every
year.

It is not safe to sow wheat too early
in Missouri. Numerous experiments
indicute tbat tbe first of October is, all
things considered, early enough in

most sections of the State, to sow tbe
main crop. If tbe wheat is sown
before this time, it is lIujobi certain to
be injured more or less by the Hessian
fly. It is necessary, however, when
sowing wheat so late as October 1st
that the ground be thoroughly pre-
pared so that the seed may germinate
quickly and the young plants grow
rapdly. Bulletin No. 62 of tbe Exper-ime- nt

Station which describes tbe
Hessian fly and methods of preventing
its ravages, will be sent to any one
wbo will apply for the same.

The amount of seed per acre has re
ceived attention by many experiment
Stations. Tbe result show tbat tbe
best yields have invariable been se
cured from planting five to six pecks
per acre.
